Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of what Applicant believes to be the inventive concept of 
the invention, i.e. a slot machine game which has a random outcome and then another random outcome which could 
be a progressive jackpot award. Discussion of how the invention relates to slot machines and is different from table 
games. The Examiner cited briefly some slot machine patents that may disclose Applicant's invention if the claims 
were to be directed solely at slot machines and not table games. The Examiner notes that if Applicant wishes to 
amend the claims in the direction of slot machine gaming devices, a more detailed search will be required by the 
Examiner in those areas as well as the progressive jackpot art. At this time the Examiner does not see any allowable 
subject matter; therefore, further interviews would not facilitate the allowance of the Application..
